Lisa,” Leonardo da V in ci’s masterpiece, 
the mysterious disappearance of which 
from the Louvre in August, 1911, threw 
it«- art world into consternation, was 
found 
in 
Florence. 
The 
man 
who 
stole it was arrested. 
The picture, called both “ Mona L is a ” 
and “ L a Joconde,” is the most cele­ 
brated portrait of a woman ever paint­ 
ed. 
it has been the object of exhaus­ 
tive search in all quartern of the globe. 
'1 he mystery of its abstraction from 
the Louvre, its great intrinsic value 
and the strange fascination 
of 
the 
smile* of the woman it portrayed 
a 
model, Lisa del Giocondo, combined 
to keep alive Interest in its recovery. 
How Painting W as Found. 
The painting was recovered under 
strange 
circumstances. 
An 
Italian 
wrote to Signor Geri, an authority of 
Florence, several weeks ago, eaying: 
” 1 am in possession of the missing 
‘Mona Lisa,’ but being a patriotic Ital­ 
ian I desire that it shall remain in 
Florence, the center of Italian art.” 
Tiie w riter signed the letter ‘'Leon­ 
ard.” 
A young man, fairly well dressed, 
visited Geri. 
ile said he was "Leo n ­ 
ard” and was staying at the Hotel 
Tripoli. 
He asked Geri to go with him 
to see the picture. 
The dealer notified 
Doctor Poggi, who hastened to the 
hotel, And on being shown the ¡mint­ 
ing recognized It as the genuine "M ona 
Lis a ” ami caused the young man’s ar­ 
rest. 
The prisoner said that his name was 
Vincenzo Perugia, that he was born 
in the province of Como, was a decora- 
and unmarried. 
Fo r six years he 
lived in France and for three was em­ 
ployed at the Louvre, 
Perugia posed as a patriot. 
"I was ashamed,” he said, “ that for 
more than a century no Italian had 
thought 
of 
avenging 
the spoliation 
committed by Frenchm en under N a­ 
poleon when they carried away from 
Hie Italian museums and galleries pic­ 
tures, statues and treasures 
of 
all 
kinds by wagonloads, ancient manu­ 
scripts by 
thousands 
and 
gold 
by 
sacks.” 
The prisoner said he often observed 
in the Louvre 
m any 
works of art 
stolen from Italy and conceived the 
idea of returning to its true homo Da 
V in ci’s masterpiece. 
He entered the 
Louvre early one morning, detached 
tin* picture, removed the canvas and 
concealed the frame. 
He hid the pic­ 
ture beneath his workm an’s 
blouse 
and left the place without attracting 
suspicion. 
Identified as Genuine. 
The painting recovered 
has 
been 
identified by Dr. Corrado Ricci, direc­ 
tor general of the department of fine 
arts, who was dispatched to Florence 
from Rome by the m inister of public 
instruction, Luigi Credaro. 
'1 lie "M ona L is a ” was tho richest 
treasure of the Louvre. Among all the 
paintings in Europe dealers placed It 
second only in value to the "Sistitie 
Madonna.” 
At one tim e it was ru­ 
mored that an offer variously reported 
from $1,000,000 to $1,000,000 made for 
it by the British government had been 
refused by France. 
The most striking feature of the por­ 
trait is the mysterious smile that lurks 
in the eyes and lijm. 
It took Leonardo 
five years to bring out this peculiar ex­ 
pression, and at the end of that time 
he declared the work to be unfinished.

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Good spelling and intelligent punc­ 
tuation are the accomplishments that 
keep many gray-haired women draw­ 
ing good salaries as stenographers in 
downtown offices. 
The manager of a 
typewriting office from which are sent 
hundreds of stenographer» makes no 
secret of the fact that good spellers 
are scarce.
